of Singer Murder, Say 


Chicago Police. 


BREAKS DOWN; SAYS 


"CHARLIE DID IT!" 


Woman Arrested at Lima, 


0., Relates Details of 


Brutal Slaying. 


Chicago, Nov. 1.—Confession of the 


murder of Miss Sophia G. Singer, the 
Baltimore heiress who eloped to Chicago 
with William R. Worthen and was 
killed on the day before she was to have 
been married, wan reported by the po- 
lice to have been obtained today from 
Mrs. Lillian Bryce Conway, who, with 
Charles If. Conway, the circus clown 
and high diver, was brought here from 
Lima, 0., earlier in the day. 


"She has admitted knowledge of the 


murder," said the police official who an- 
nounced the confession, "but says she 
had little to do with it. 


"She says that Conway knocked tha 


Singer girl down with an improvised 
billy made of a doorknob in a handker- 
chief and with a shoelace as a handle, 
with the intention of robbing her. 


Thought She Had More Money. 


"We thought she hnd more money 


than she did," continued the officer's ac- 
count of the woman's fitory. "Charlie 
did it. All I did was to throw the 
blanket over her when we left. I didn't 
think she was dead." 


She then told the officials that she 


would tell the whole story and they 
•ent for a stenographer. 


Wm. R. Wortben, flanee of the Singer 


girl, who baa been held by the police 
pending clearing the mystery though 
they accepted his -story of innocence, be. 
came hysterical with joy when the news 
was taken to him.- 


Worthen Hysterical With Joy. 


"Thank, God they have confessed,", lie 


nhouted. ". "2? ow.' .Kjimfcleared "and 'my 
father and her mother will be comforted 
with the knowledge that I had no hand 
in the brutal murder. I can/go back to 
Baltimore now :with clean hands.

knew they did it. I told Mrs. Conway 
so when I saw her this morning. Now 
Conway might as well confess." 


It was announced that Conway would 


be given an opportunity to tell his side 
of the case after a copy of the woman's 
story could be prepared so that Conway 
might read it.

The optophone is a small box, some- 


thing like a camera, which the blind 
man carries in front of him. A head- 
band holds the telephone to hi* ear. 
Through a small hole light is thrown 
upoa the selenium cell which produces 
an electrical current interrupted by a 
special clockwork interrupter, and so 
jpade audible in the telephone. 
. On a bright 
moonlight 
night the 


moon sounds quite loudly, but for real 
noise, try to hear the sun shine! One 
bright sunbeam can make more noise 
in an optophone than a Niagara Falls 
An electric light on a black background 
sonnds like a boiler factory. 


The inventor believes that with an 


optophone a blind 
person 
may eet 


around much better than he now can 
for the optophone will tell him where 
an object begins and where it leaves 
off. 
With that apparatus a blind per- 


son, says the inventor, can hear the 
light of stars invisible through the tele- 
scope.

Automobiles in the Streets. 


Fort Wayne is rapidly coming face to face with a 


new automobile problem—what to do with the cars while 
they are left standing in the down-towa streets. It is a 
new phase of the traffic problem-for which some solution 
•will have to be devised in the interest of public safety. 
The automobile, like its predecessor, the bicycle, is com- 
ing to be invaluable as a business adjunct quite apart 
from its use as a pleasure vehicle. Scores of men in real 
estate and other Ikies find the machines indispensable. 
- Naturally these cars center about the down-town busi- 
ness aad office district. When not in use they arc parked • 
upon the streets adjacent to office buildings, and the in- 
creasing numbers constitute a condition that must be 
reckoned with, particularly in the case of streets as narrow 
as those in Fort Wayne. 
' 
Even now East Berry street, from Calhoun to Clin- 


tion, and 'Court strfeet for its entire length are during the 
busiest hours of the day flanked on either side by a con- 
tinuous line of parked autos that inevitably narrow the 
Bpace open to traffic seriously. In the event of necessity j 
for a fire department run through this .district, or an 
alarm from any of the buildings along the line, the sit- 
uation might spell infinite danger during the rush hours 
as well as hamper the firemen in their work. There should 
tie no disposition to work a hardship upon the owners of 
the machines, and when they were fewer in number there 
•was little occasion for serious objection, but the parking 
'of. scores of the machines upon narrow business streets 
•where traffic is heavy amounts in effect to a continuous ob- 
struction that can not be much longer tolerated because it 
is daily growing worse. Perhaps a solution may be found 


. in a regulation as to the time any machine may be allowed 


to stand in the down-town street. At any rate the situ- 
ation is one that calls for seriqiis consideration.

In fact,, so rapidly did they fol- 
low one another that finally the over- 
whelming chances of a deficit and the 
lessening chances of obtaining an ap 
propriatfon checked their promotion. 


Further insurance against a surfeit of 


•world's fairs is, however, promised by 
' the action of the exposition congress 


which has just met at Berlin with rep 
resentatives from all the leading na- 
.iions. A resolution was adopted pro- 
hibiting general. expositions except at 
Intervals of three years and of ten years 
-in the same country. This means, oi 


' course, that the governments will nol 


officially recognize world's fairs held in 
violation of this agreement, and since 
the participation of nations 'is needc( 
to 'make the exposition effective it wil

•; ing.of-these exhibitions.

With an open market, prices 
would level themselves, and beef raised 
in this country would be cheaper at 
wholesale in Kew York than in London. 
It would not be cheaper at retail, be- 
cause it costs more to retail food in 
this country than it does in England.

TURKS OOTHUMBER TOES. 


Bulgarian Victory Wen by Y«*tly' I»- 


ferior Humbert. 


Sofia, N'ov. 1.—Details thus far of the 


rout of the immense Turkish army by 
the Bulgarians show that the Bulgarian 
forces were numerically far inferior. 


The Turkish army is" reported to have 


aggregated two hundred thousand men. 
It included the garrison which had re- 
treated from the captured fortress of 
Kirk-KilUseh, aa well as the main body 
of Turkish troops which had advanced 
from 
Constantinople. 
It 
comprised 


practically the whole of 
Ifce Turkish 


troops remaining in Europe apart from 
the garrisons of Adrianople, Saloniki, 
Monastir, J»ni, Scutari and. a few other 
towns. 
, This great army was under the per- 
sonal command of Xazim Pasha, minis- 
ter of war and commander in chief, who 
was assisted 
by some of the ablest 


Turkish generals serving in the army at 
the present moment. 


The light opened with the discovery 


by the Turks of a number of Bulgarian 
cavalry scouts. 
The' Turks 
drew in 


their outposts, and these were closely 
followed by Bulgarian skirmishers, who 
were succeeded by the main Bulgarian 
army in fighting formation. ' 


The battle, which" was destined to last 


several days -and result in the defeat of 
the Turks, was soon in progress all 
along the line. 


The Bulgarian troops redeatedly de- 


livered fierce attacks, sometime* at one. 
point, sometimes at another, along the 
Turkish lines, extending 
Burgas to Serai. 
from Lule 


The Turkish troops offered a stub- 


born and desperate resistance, but were 
unable to withstand the onslaught of 
the impetuous Bulgarians, and finally 
they turned and fled in great disorder 
toward Tchorlu, in the south. 


The losses of the Ottoman army are 


reported to have been enormous in dead, 
wounded and prisoners, as well as am- 
munition and other supplies. 


The capture of a third Turkish mili- 


tary train near Lule Burgas before the 
battle wag an immense advantage to the 
Bulgarians, as it furnished them with 
more facilities for the transport of their 
troops and supplies to the district 
where the fighting took place.

Address at Court House. 


A. Adam Irelan, prohibition candidate 


for state statistician ,in addressing an 
audience of prohibitionists last-night at 
the assembly room of the court house, 
declared that Roosevelt has been raised 
up by the Almighty, to cause tho dis- 
integration of the republican party, but 
not to serve a third term as president.

casion the Sadducees joined them. The 
fact that these antagonistic parties had 
united in opposition to Jesus was a sin- 
ister proof of the deadliness of their 
hostility. The Sadducees were material- 
ist*; their demand for a sign "from 
heaven" vra» only a jeer. The attitude 
of the Pharisees was somewhat differ- 
ent. 
Jesus had been givi'/g teaching 


which varied from their own. Let him 
authenticate it as divine. He had done 
remarkable 
things, it 
was true, but 


they had persistently referred them 
not to be a heavenly but to & satanic, 
power (Matt. 
12:24). 
Xow they de- 


manded a demonstration which would 
have an indubitably heavenly source— 
such, possibly as the calling of fire or 
rain from heaven. 
Prejudice and Hatred of Pharisees Blind 


Them to True Hearemy Signs. 


Jesus' curt and positive refusal was 


justified. 
He "sighed 
deeply 
in his 


«pirit" as ho gave it (Mark 8:12); and 
well he might sigh at their lamentable 
lack of spiritual discernment. The mir- 
acles of Jesus conferred benefits—not 
trifling ones, but those which were of 
utmost preciouScss to 
the recipients. 


They exhibited supreme goodness, ten- 
derness, compassion. 
But in this the 


Pharisees could sea nothing divine. To 
them these things were not signs "from 
heaven." 
To their warpod vision cor- 


rect form seemed more heavenly than 
beneficence. 


Jesus left them and hurried away in 


the boat with his disciples. 
HP would 


not enter into conflict with his enemies. 
His haste in this case seems in its eager- 
ness almost like a flight, as in truth 
it was. He was fleeing from turmoil 
that ho might find rest for his own 
spirit, and opportunity for more inti- 
mate converse with tho twelve men than 
he had hitherto held with them. 


The next incident ia characteristic of 


the disciples. 
Their journey was to 


the north end of the lake. 
As an in- 


troduction to the words of JPSUH and 
their 
misunderstanding of 
them, the 


writer mentions thnt they had forgot- 
ten to provide themselves with broad 
while they were ashore (Mark 8:14). 
Thoir hurried departure had probnbly 
caused the omission.

"Take heed,'-', said. .Tosua, "hewnrp of 


the leaven of the 
Pharisees 
nnd the 


leaven of Herod" (Mark 8:15). 
At the 


word "leaven" 
Uip.ir thoughts flew at 


once to their 
lack of bread (v. 10). 


What did he mean! Was he rebuking 
them for their carelessness, or did he for- 
bid the purchase' of hr«ad from persons 
w^ith Pharisaic or Herodian sympathies? 
They were capable of entertaining* this 
thought even after his recent instruc- 
tion about the impossibility of defile- 
ment by fodd. 


The natne of Herod seems hera ab- 


ruptly introduced, but the fact that not 
a few partisans of the Herodian dynasty 
were found among the Sadducees will 
explain the use of it. 
Jesus perceiv- 


ing what was in the'minds of his com- 
panions, rebuked them for their lack 
of understanding (vs. 17-21). "Can you 
suppose that at a time like this I am 
concerned about the lack.pf bread? Have 
you so soon forgotten the feeding1 of the 
two.-.multitudes?: Do you not under- 
stand that I am speaking of something 
other than actual bread?" 
Then they 


understood that by 'Heaven" he meant 
"teaching." 
(Matt. 16:12).' 


' If, taking ths words as the7 stand in 
Mark (8:15), we compare the leaven of 
the Pharisees with that of Herod, we 
shall find another suggestion. The vices 
of 'the Pharisees' were1 formalism' and 
hypocrisy; the vices of Herod were those 
of a-profligate. The latter a clean .mind 
would naturally 
avoid; but. cautions 


Jesus, avoid the former as well. Botli 
aro evil, both separate from God. 
Jesus,, Seeking Rest for Himself, Is Still 


Compassionate. 


It was the evident purpose of Jesus 


to seek a retreat in the far north, and 
Bethsaida (Julias) was not his destina- 
tion. He seems to have intended to pass 
by the place without attracting atten- 
tion—a difficult thing to do, since it 
was in this neighborhood that he had 
fed the five thousand. He did not en- 
tirely escape recognition, A blind man 
'•was' "Brought to him "for healing. (Mark 
8:22). 
Jesus forestalled the collecting 


of a crowd by leading the man from the 
town before curing him.

Mans Says That All Species 


Are Rapidly in the 


Decline. 


CALLS 
ASSISTANCE 


Vancouver, Barracks, Wash., Nov. 1.— 


That game in the west is fast disap- 
pearing and that in a comparatively, few 
years there will be no elk,*unle8s some- 
thing is done soon to protect them, is 
the belief of Brigadier General Marion 
P. Mans, commanding officer of the De- 
partment of the Columbia,,-who hag re- 
turned from an official inspection of the 
posts in the Yellowstone National park 
and other sections of this "department. 
A plea is made to the Benevolent Pro- 
tective Order of Elks to assist. Gen- 
eral ilaus said: 


"It is observed that game in every 


section of the northwest is disappear- 
ing—buffalo, elk, the great, mule, deer, 
and, in fact, all varieties of .both four- 
legged and feathered game are rapidlv 
diminishing. It is noticeable that in re"- 
mote districts practically -no attention 
whatever is paid to the violation of the 
game lavs out of season. It is the out- 
sider -who is prosecuted and wardens 
•will even accept part of gaine 'killed out 
of season 


• "Does with young are slaughtered and 
spotted fawns are killed without regard 
to age. There is more game in some of 
the old states of the east than in some 
of our own sparsely settled regions of 
the northwest. 


"The remnant of buffalo is guarded 


within- the park and those, even, are 
subject to attack under favorable con- 
ditions, as a few years ago they were 
almost exterminated. 


"That Yellowstone park is a boon to 


the adjacent states of Wyoming, Mon- 
tana and Idaho, to some extent, is well 
known, as it is the breeding grounds 
for elk, deer and other game which 
drifts outside and forms a supply, and 
this is a great benefit to the states as 
an attraction to the settler and to the 
man of means. 


"Fish and game form sn asset to a 


country and if not for any other reason, 
this should not be lost sight of by those 
who wish to settle up this great re- 
gion. 


"It can be candidly stated that the 


violations of the game laws are by the 
people who live in the country and not 
the man who has money and can afford 
to travel to seek favorable places in 
which to shoot during an outing. What 
he kills may be practically disregarded. 


"Wyoming has so safeguarded herself 


by exorbitant charge? for licenses and 
requirements for guides for each per- 
son hunting that only a man of con- 
siderable means can afford to shoot in 
that state? ivhile it can easily be shown 
that the bars are let down and the laws 
are violated openly 
in some sections 


with little attention paid thereto But 
the ssddcst point of view is. that re- 
garding the elk. which formerly could 
leave the mountain region in winter 
and work their way down, as the snows , 
increased in depth and grazing became 


impossible on the mountain, to lower 
ground, where they passed the winter. 


"As this country has become settled 


and the valleys where elk once grazed 
have been taken up and enclosed by 
wire fences, those poor animals come 
down and starve to death. It is esti- 
mated that from five thousand to seven 
thousand elk 
die 
in. Jackson's Hole 


every year from absolute starvation. 


"It is believed that the general gov- 


ernment has madek some attempts to 
appropriate funds to relieve these ani- 
mals and that the state has also appro- 
priated an insufficient sum in the same 
manner. 


"What is needed is that an area of 


sufficient extent 
should 
be purchased 


where the elk may go and live during 
'the severe winters and at the same time 
be supplied with a reasonable amount 
of'hay 
. ' 


"Would it not seem that the great 


Benevolent Protective Order of Elks, 
whose object, it is said, is to promote 
the welfare of 
humanity and whose 


name is Uk«n from this noble animal, 
whose teeth are bought by the thou- 
sands, would do something, toward the 
aid of these poor, suffering creatures? 
How easy it would be for them to raise 
a sum of money to get a place and food 
to save so many thousands of elk an- 
nually. 
Then the state of Wyoming 


could be more liberal in the laws, and, 
while enforcing them 
more uniformly 


to all, extend recreation »nd enjoyment 
in the field of sport which would add 
greatly to the happiness of thousands 
of people."

Here is her letter: 


"October 30, 1912.

have lost my mother. She went away 
October-fi and left me and little Leon 
and she lias always been a good mother 
to us and also to father. 


"Father started out to look for her 


as soon as she went, 
he traveled as 


long-as lie hud strength, he came back 
from Philadelphia and he had to give 
up. 


Tells of Father's Suicide. 


"He called me and' little Leon to him 


and said to tell mother, if she come 
back, that he had been looking for her 
so long his heart was broke, and .then 
he went out and drank a bottle of sug- 
gar lead water and now we are left in 
the world without father or mother 
and he is lieing in the room dead now, 
waiting for mother to come. 


"We could stay to grandmother's, but

furtherance or promotion of any fraudulent or unlawful object, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor.'!
